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City Council 
approves new 
festival venue

At Monday’s virtual meeting, the 
Belleville City (Council unanimously 
approved a “defined venue” for the June 
25-27 Belleville Lake Fest, exclusive of 
the June 27 concert after lake fest is over. 

The council also approved the 3 p.m. 
Sunday concert, as a separate venue. 

At a previous discussion by the council, it 
was suggested that having separate venues 
might increase the number of people 
allowed by the state at the events. 

But there are several stipulations 
recommended by Acting City Manager 
/ Police Chief Dave Robinson for each 
event. 

Chief Robinson stipulated the applicant — 
the Belleville Area Chamber of Commerce 
— shall provide a COVID-19 compliance 
plan following all regulations imposed by 
the State of Michigan for each event. 

The city administration will meet 30 days 
before the events, on May 25, to evaluate 
any changes to state requirements and 
the festival and concert will be required 
to submit an updated compliance plan by 
June 7. 

Also, Chief Robinson will provide the 
chamber with a estimated cost breakdown 
for city services for the events by April 
30 and the chamber shall agree to pay the 
expenses associated with the increased 
police/fire/DPS coverage needed for the 
events. 

The festival includes many events 
including fireworks and a boat parade on 
Saturday and Sunday events from 8 a.m. 
to 5 p.m. 

Stipulations forthe 3 p.m.,Sunday concert, 
on High Street, include that the ticketed 
event will not exceed 1,000 participants.

Court Watching: 


Hopkins bound over in stabbing at Timberlands mobile home

After a live preliminary exam before 34" 
District Court Chief Judge Brian Oakley 
on March 29, Daniel Preston Hopkins, 
36, of Westland was bound over for trial 
at the Frank Murphy Hall of Justice. His 
arraignment on the information is set for 9 
a.m., April 14. 

Hopkins is charged with stabbing Kenneth 
Parker in the chest on July 31, 2020 outside 
a home in Timberlands Mobile Home Park 
in Van Buren Township. 
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Hopkins’ charges are assault with intent 
to murder, assault with intent to do great 
bodily harm less than murder, and assault 
with a dangerous weapon. He is free after 
10% of $10,000 bond was posted on his 
behalf. He also is wearing a GPS tether. 

Kenneth Lamont Parker, 41, of Ypsilanti 
was originally scheduled to have his exam 
at the same time as Hopkins for the July 31 
incident. 

Parker is charged with criminal sexual 
conduct — first degree, assault with intent 
to rob while armed, four counts of assault 
with a dangerous weapon (felonious 
assault), aggravated assault, six counts of 
weapons-felony firearm-second offense 
notice, and one count of weapons-firearms- 
possession by felon. He was given a bond 
set at $1 million cash or surety. 


But Judge Oakley was told by the 
prosecutor that the complaining witness on 
Parker’s charges is in Florida but is willing 
to fly up to testify. She said Detective 
Long uploaded the digital evidence for the 
Parker case the previous Friday. 

The prosecutor asked Judge Oakley to 
adjourn the two exams “for good cause.” 

“Tm not adjourning for good cause,” 
Judge Oakley fumed. “I’m not losing a 
whole day because your office can’t get 
your ducks in a row.” 

It was noted this is a different prosecutor 
because the previous prosecutor is no 
longer with the department. 

Defense attorney William Glenn said they 
can’t be doing Hopkins as an individual 
case and he made a motion to dismiss.

Also, the chamber will provide a staffing 
plan to ensure the private property adjacent 
to the venue is not trespassed upon by 
concert attendees, with personnel to protect 
concert attendees from the steep shoreline 
borders of Horizon Park. 

Mike Kole of the chamber questioned the 
definition of a venue. He said anyone else 
wanting to do something in the city during 
the festival must be refused. 

But Mayor Kerreen Conley said that 
wasn’t so and if someone else, like St. 
Anthony Catholic Church, wished to do 
something, “We would consider it.” 

Kole asked what the capacity for outside 
events was so he can determine what the 
state’s 20% would be. 

Chief Robinson said now they cannot 
exceed 1,000 people. 

“You can’t provide a number,” Kole 
challenged. “You don’t want to tell me.” 

Chief Robsinson said the state has 
advised that from March 5 through April 
19, the number is 1,000. 

“TIl drop it,” Kole said of the discussion 
of the number who can attend. “My blood 
pressure is going up.” 

“If it was happening today, it would be 
limited to 1,000,” Mayor Conley said. 

“And, we wouldn’t have a festival,” Kole 
said. 

When they were discussing the closing 
concert, Chief Robinson said the event is 
not to exceed 1,000 participants and this 
will be reexamined on May 25 to comply 
with the state rules at the time. 

“COVID or no-COVID, it’s 1,000?” Kole 
asked of the concert. 

“Yes,” said Chief Robinson. Later he said 
he has studied the area over and over again 
and it will not safely hold the 2,500 that 
concert promoters want. 

In other business at Monday’s meeting, 
the council: 

e Approved the Belleville Community 
Chorus as a nonprofit organization 
Operating in the community so it could 
obtain charitable gaming licenses. It wishes 
to participate in Belleville Lake Fest by 
holding a raffle and selling tickets. Jane 
Vesche said the group has a Blue Angels 
watch worth $750 that it wishes to raffle 
off by selling tickets at $5 each during 
Lakefest weekend; 

e Approved the request of the Veterans 
of Foreign Wars Post 4434 and the Polish 
Legion of American Veterans Post 167 to 
sell Buddy Poppies at various locations 
along Main Street on May 6, 7, and 8, as 
part of a nationwide fundraiser that will 
benefit the community; 

e Approved Boy Scout Troop 793’s 
request to sell Mother’s Day flowers 
outdoors at the Fourth Street Square from 
9 a.m. to 1 p.m. on May 9. Fire Chief Brian 


Loranger said the boys used to do this 
fundraiser at St. Anthony Catholic Church, 
but since the troop is not housed inside 
the church during COVID, they needed 
another location; 

e Approved the Belleville Area Council 
for the Arts request to hold Music Lakeside 
free concerts every Thursday between June 
24 and Aug. 19, with showtime from 7 to 
9 p.m. and High Street closed between 5 
and 10 p.m. for set up and tear down. Steve 
Jones said this will be the 12™ season for 
the event; 

e Approved Steve Cinnamon’s request to 
hold the June 20 Father’s Day car show at 
Victory Park, marking the 19™ year at the 
park, plus one year at his business, making 
it a 20-year event. He said he did the show 
at Victory Park during COVID last year 
and had everything six feet apart and had 
half the usual turnout; 

e Heard Mayor Conley report that she 
and Mayor Pro Tem Jesse Marcotte had 
a conversation with the police chief, who 
is the current city manager, about the 
potential of a dual role for him and they 
found it was. Now they have to create a 
position of a deputy city manager and a job 
description. “We think this is a workable 
direction,” said Mayor Conley. Marcotte 
said they are building the best possible 
team they can have and feedback is very 
important so they can make sure they are 
all heading in the same direction. Mayor 
Conley said once they have gathered 
information and closed the loops, she and 
Marcotte will report back; 

e Heard Councilman Ken Voigt report 
that Wayne County is supposed to get on 
the Belleville Bridge repairs after they 
are done with the Haggerty Road bridge. 
He said they know “how important the 
entry to our town is” and it’s looking 
shabby. Chief Robinson said he has been 
in communication with the chief executive, 
who is in one of his classes, and he will get 
a date when the Haggerty bridge is to be 
done and find out when they can look at the 
Belleville Bridge; 

e Heard Mayor Pro Tem Marcotte 
remark that Doane’s Landing park looks 
“fantastic” since it has the new fence up. 
Other council members agreed. Mayor 
Conley said she loves Doane’s Landing 
and agreed, “It looks fantastic”; and 

e Heard Acting City Manager/Police 
Chief Robinson announce that there is a 
new state law in effect that for all but a 
few assaultive misdemeanors police are 
required to issue appearance tickets instead 
of taking offenders to jail. He said the drunk 
driving arrests are included but, “We cannot 
release people who are intoxicated... It’s a 
pretty significant law in law enforcement.” 
He said police in the state got last-minute 
notice and have had to jump through the 
hoops. He later said he believes the state 
will look at the unintended consequences 
of the law and amend it in the future.

Woman said it pays to stick up 
for what you believe is right

Leah Eichstadt who grew up in Van Buren 
Township and now lives in Dexter said she 
learned it pays to speak up for what you 
believe is right. 

Eichstadt told her story to the Independent 
on Friday. She said she went into the 
new Sizzle restaurant at the corner of 
Rawsonville and Martz roads on Sunday, 
March 28. 

She said she ordered a chicken club 
submarine, so she could cut it up and share 
with her father, who lives down the road. 
She said he no longer can walk so she 
comes out to take care of him. 

Eichstadt said she was served the wrong 
thing and said she wasn’t accepting it. 
When the man who said he was the owner 
said he wasn’t replacing the food, she said 
she wanted her money back and he refused. 
It was ten dollars and change. 

That’s when she flung the food off the 
table and onto the floor. 

She left. The restaurant got her license 
plate number and called Van Buren Police. 
When she got to her dad’s house, she called 
police, as well, and told them where she was 
if they wanted to talk to her. She explained 
she had to excuse herself from the situation. 
Police didn’t come, she said. 

Eichstadt said she didn’t need the money 
because she just got a settlement for an 
accident she was in two years earlier. She 
said she was riding her Harley motorcycle 
to church when it happened. 


Her teenage children told her not to make 
a fuss, but she said people shouldn’t accept 
this kind of treatment. She said in the past 
when she worked in a restaurant she was 
taught the customer is always right. “The 
customer is always right,” she emphasized. 

“We work hard for our money,” she said. 

The day after the incident, on Monday, 
March 29, she decided to picket the 
restaurant and read up about the rules on 
the internet. 

She said she made her protest sign and 
stood in front of the business, which is 
inside of the Shell gas station building. She 
yelled out, telling people not to eat there. 
Two police officers came and advised her 
not to cross the sidewalk in front or she 
would be trespassing, so she didn’t. She 
said she parked along Martz Road. 

She said the police were very nice and they 
asked her if all this was worth a sandwich. 
She said it was the principle of the thing. 

She said she is still going to therapy three 
days a week at a place on Rawsonville 
Road, so she could easily drop by to picket 
when she is in town. 

But, on Friday afternoon when she and 
three friends came with their signs to 
picket, they said they were barely there five 
minutes when the regional manager of the 
Shell station Omar Skaf came out and gave 
her $11. 

“I learned about it and took care of it,” 
Skaf said Friday. “There are people dying. 
It’s not worth all the trouble.” 

Eichstadt was delighted.

On Sunday, the monthly Bugles Across 
America was held at the Veterans’ Memorial 
in Belleville and one of the veterans present 
was wearing a sling. I asked how he hurt his 
arm and he said it wasn’t his arm. It was his 
shoulder. He had just had it replaced. 

I asked about his shoulder and he said 
he was shot in the back of his shoulder in 
Vietnam and then shot again in the front 
part of his shoulder. He said doctors told 
him then that when he gets older he will 
have trouble with that shoulder. 

He said he is 78 and the doctors were right. 
He said the VA in Ann Arbor has taken very 
good care of him over the years for other 
things and now also with this shoulder. 

This story shows why local people go to 
the memorial on the first Sunday of each 
month to honor those veterans — alive or 
dead -- who fought for our country. The 
veterans present never tell the stories of 
their service unless you pry it out of them — 
and sometimes not even then. 

Oftentimes, people walking down the 
sidewalk along High Street, and not going 
to the Bugles ceremony, stop long enough 
to say to the veterans standing around, 
“Thank you for your service.” That is 
always a welcome remark. 

Another person at Sunday’s Bugles event 
was Marie Krouse and she was on crutches. 
She had fallen down the last two steps 
coming downstairs at home and broken her 
ankle in three places. Marie is the person 
who took charge of veterans’ graves in Van 


Buren Township to make sure they had 
good flags and their graves were taken care 
of. She’s done that for years. Last fall, she 
even headed a group that took care of the 
veterans’ graves at Hillside Cemetery for 
the city of Belleville.

“I’m ready to go on Hopkins,” said the 
prosecutor. 

Parker’s defense attorney Ben Gonek said 
he received a “ton of digital discovery” just 
the previous Friday. 

“If this kind of shit happened because 
of the defense, I would hold them in 
contempt,” Judge Oakley said to the 
prosecutor. “Your office seems to think our 
dates just hang on trees ... This is absolute 
bullshit. We’re holding Hopkins and we’ll 
adjourn your guy.” 

Judge Oakley adjourned the preliminary 
exam for Parker to April 8 at 9 a.m. He said 
20 years ago there was a study that showed 
it cost $5,000 a day to run a district court. 
And, that was 20 years ago, he said, noting 
it would cost a lot more now. 

Van Buren Township Police Officer 
Scott Griggs was the first witness. He 
testified that he was on the night shift and 
was dispatched to a stabbing at the mobile 
home park. He said he first spoke to the 
female complaining witness at the entry 
to the park and then went to the trailer. He 
spoke with Hopkins next and then took 
him into custody. 

Officer Griggs said he saw a blood 
trail from the porch, down the stairs and 
sidewalk to a parking place, with most of 
the blood on the porch. 

Griggs testified that Hopkins told him he 
was in town for a funeral and was given 
permission to sleep on the couch at the 
home. He said Parker had given the woman 
who lives there a ride home from a gas 
station and wanted gas money from either 
her or Hopkins. Parker hit Hopkins on the 
head with a gun and took his cellphone, 
Griggs said. Then he told Hopkins to leave 
the house, which he did. 

Griggs said Hopkins told him Parker 
had sex with woman who lived there and 
Hopkins, who was bleeding from the head, 
went outside and got a knife from his 
vehicle. When Parker came outside again, 
Hopkins stabbed him in the chest. Hopkins 
gave police permission to search his Honda 
Civic and they found a 5” knife covered 
with blood. 

Parker drove off in his car and Canton 
police were dispatched to the Mobil gas 
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station at 40401 Michigan Ave. for a 
bleeding man collapsed in the parking lot. 
Canton police responded, put a chest seal 
on the wound, and Parker was taken to St. 
Joseph Mercy Hospital in Ann Arbor via 
ambulance. 

Canton Officer Brian Halapi testified he 
followed a blood trail to the gas station 
front door where there was a trash can. He 
found a bloody gun in the trash. Gas station 
surveillance tape reportedly showed Parker 
trying to hide the gun. 

Defense attorney Glenn arguing that 
his client should not be bound over, said 
Parker demanded money from Hopkins 
and the woman and then hit Hopkins on 
the head. His client gets a knife, there is a 
tussle, and he stabs Parker. He has a right 
to defend himself, Glenn said. Parker had 
taken Hopkins’ cell phone, Glenn said. 

“All he did was keep himself from being 
killed,” Glenn said, noting Hopkins already 
knew Parker had a gun. 

Judge Oakley said this is a self-defense 
question for a trier of fact so he bound 
Hopkins over to circuit court for trial. 

Tiara Renea Malone 

After a live, preliminary exam on March 
31, Tiara Renea Malone of Eastpointe was 
bound over to circuit court for an April 
14 arraignment on the information on a 
charge of assault with a dangerous weapon 
(felonious assault) in Van Buren Township 
on Aug. 24, 2019. 

The prosecution’s only witness was the 
defendant’s cousin Dominique Mosley, who 
testified she had recently been introduced to 
her cousin and she invited Malone and her 
baby daughter to an afternoon barbecue at 
her home on Parkwood Drive. Also present 
were Mosley’s sister and her children and 
Mosley’s son. 

Malone put a gun on top of the refrigerator 
when she came into the kitchen, Mosley 
said. Around 5 p.m., Malone went to 
Walmart to get some money her brother 
had sent her by Western Union, Mosley 
testified. 

The three women were drinking, Mosley 
testified. She said later she was washing 
dishes and Malone put her hands around 
Mosley’s waist and Mosley felt sexual 
activities. She said she didn’t feel safe and 
so she asked her sister to stay with her. The

sister stayed a while and then left. 

There had been arrangements for Malone 
and her baby to stay the night and Mosley 
said she gave her bedroom to Malone and 
slept in her son’s room. She said Malone 
brought the gun into the room where she 
was sleeping and put the gun in her lap and 
it fell on the floor. Mosley said Malone 
pointed the gun at her chest and said there 
was a bullet in the chamber for her and ten 
in the clip. 

Mosley said she picked up the gun and put 
it in a bedroom. Then she called her mother 
to get Malone to leave. Mosley testified her 
mother came at 3 a.m. and Malone left on 
her own after that. Mosley said she doesn’t 
know what happened to the gun. 

When defense attorney Glen Oh asked 
Mosley why it took a week for her to call 
police, Mosley said, “I don’t remember. 
Why does it matter a week or not? I was 
threatened.” 

Judge Green told the witness, “You’re not 
allowed to ask questions.” 

Judge Green said when a gun is drawn 
there is an issue of fact, so she bound the 
case over to circuit court. 

Jenny Denise Diehl 
Jenny Denise Diehl of Adrian was 
arraigned March 31 by Judge Green on a 
charge of domestic violence that allegedly 
occurred Oct. 17 in Van Buren Township. 

The pre-trial was set for May 19 before 
Judge Lisa Martin. Personal bond of 
$10,000 was set. Defendant Diehl is the 
mother of the alleged victim and Diehl 
must have no assaultive contact with her 
17-year-old daughter at the daughter’s 
home in Blissfield where she lives with her 
boyfriend. 

In Judge Green’s courtroom via zoom, 
were the defendant, the victim with her 
stepmother, and the victim’s father, who 
was present in a police officer’s uniform 
from the front seat of his patrol car. 

Defense attorney is Maurice Davis. 

Wayne County Assistant Prosecutor Ben 
Deneweth said there is a custody dispute 
and a case in family court. He said the 
victim is the age of majority and should be 
able to make decisions on whether or not to 
see her mother.

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Judge Green said this situation will work 
itself out with time, but the daughter, who 
does not want to see or hear from her 
mother now, should be able to reach out to 
her if she changes her mind. 

Judge Green urged the daughter to reach 
out to her victim’s advocate if “something 
goes south” before the pre-trial. 

Marcus Dewayne Hopkins 

Marcus Dewayne Hopkins, 33, of 

Ypsilanti had his probable cause conference 
adjourned until April 21 by Judge Green. 

He is charged with delivery/ 
manufacture of a controlled substance — 
methamphetamine, deliver/manufacture of 
less than 50 grams of a narcotic or cocaine, 
fleeing a police officer in a vehicle, and 
assaulting / resisting / obstructing a 
police officer on April 2, 2020 in Sumpter 
Township. 

Hopkins also will face charges on April 
21 that were brought through the Michigan 
State Police from Sept. 16, 2017. They are 
identity theft, forgery of license documents/ 
plates, driving while license suspended, 
and operating without security. 

Hopkins’ defense attorney is Natalie 
Phelps. Assistant Wayne County 
Prosecutor was Ben Deneweth, filling in 
for Jane Gillis.

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VBT DDA approves $165,200 
for district sidewalk repairs

The exceptionally low bid of Merlo 
Contruction to repair all the sidewalks 
in the Van Buren Township Downtown 
Development Authority district was 
accepted by the DDA on Jan. 26 at its 
regular meeting via Zoom. 

The announced goal for the project is to 
make the township more walkable. 

On Jan. 14, four bids were received for 
the sidewalk repair/replacement project: 

e Merlo Construction, $134,710; 

e Audia Concrete Construction, $183,710; 
e Lacaria Concrete Construction, 
$187,855; and 
e Davenport Brothers Construction, 
$215,920. 

The project was originally estimated to 
total about $250,000. After studying the 
bids received, Wade Trim engineering 
consultants and DDA Executive Director 
Susan Ireland recommended the contract be 
awarded to low-bidder Merlo Construction. 

The board also approved a contingency 


of $13,500 plus $17,000 for Wade Trim 
professional services for construction 
engineering, making the total cost not to 
exceed $165,200.

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Steve Dolot returns 
collected bottles to 
benefit food pantry

verbal adult who has multiple impairments 
but he is enthusiastic about giving back to his 
community. 

Prior to the pandemic he did volunteer work 
in Belleville and Canton with the help of 
his support aide, who lives in Canton. He is 
transported by the Van Buren Public Schools to 
his school in Canton. 

Since August, Dolot has been returning 
bottles for family and friends and has donated 
the proceeds to the Community Food Pantry at 
the First United Methodist Church in Belleville. 

Dolot, 31, is the son of Kristi and Stan Dolot. 

“This is a great activity for Steven,” said his 
mother. “It keeps him active and helps him 
build fine motor skills while giving back to the 
community.” 

Kristi said Steve delivers Meals on Wheels 
in Canton with his aide and those receiving the 
meals love to see Steve each time. 

Kristi said his Stan has put together an iPod so 
Steve can speak through it which allows him to 
communicate. She said it is very popular on his 
Meals on Wheels visits. 

Since last fall, church members and their 
friends have been dropping off cans and bottles 
to the church and since then, Steve and his 
parents have been coming to the church each 
Wednesday to pick them up. 

Marilyn Wood, manager of the food closet, 
said so far the family has donated $800 to the 
food closet and at least $500 to $1,000 more 
will be coming. 

There had been problems with the refunding 
stations being closed due to COVID, but now 
they are open. And, Steve is vaccinated and 
ready to invite the public to drop off bottles and 
cans at the church for him to refund to benefit 
the food closet. 

Kristi said they leave the donated bags of 
bottles and cans at the church for a time in a sort 
of quarantine before picking them up and taking 
them home to process.

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VBT commission to get video report 
on French Landing Park upgrades

The Van Buren Township Environmental 
Commission will get a video report on the 
upgrades being done at French Landing Park. 

At its Jan. 20 Zoom meeting, the first since 
last July, Public Service Director Matthew 
Best said he would bring the French Landing 
Park Master Plan to members during the next 
few monthly meetings and have it be an open 
item on the agendas. 

He invited members to offer ideas on what 
the township can do at its parks to make an 
environmental impact, such as keeping geese 
off the beach. 

Director Best said in 2020 the commission 
was looking at environmental ideas on what 
the township parks could do. 

Newly elected chairman Norm DeBuck 
said members should make a personal visit to 
see it first-hand or have a video presentation 
to see what’s happening there. 

That could be in the summer months when 
everyone’s vaccinated. 

“Tm just trying to be prudent,” 
DeBuck. 

Commissioner Peter Creal said that was a 
good idea. 

“T will take video, work with Ryan Nichols, 
and put together a video of what’s being 
done,” agreed Best. 

Best said the No. 1 user of that park is non- 
resident fishermen. Second is bikers who will 
be using the Iron Belle Trail. Third is those 
who want to see the dam. Then, there’s the 
yoga class that uses the park. 

“Maybe the whole township would like to 
see it,” Best said. “Ryan’s a good filmmaker.” 

DeBuck asked about obtaining right of way 


said 


for the Iron Belle Trail through the township. 

Best said Washtenaw County is bringing 
the trail to the Grove Road/Rawsonville 
Road border and then it will go through Van 
Buren Park and come out by the apartments. 
They will start working on that this year, 
with grants to get the west entry of Van 
Buren Park paved. 

He said the township is working on the 
trail from Edgemont in Belleville, east to 
Martinsville Road. Best said they have four 
of the 12 rights of way needed. He said most 
of those yet to be obtained are from churches 
who need to meet with their congreations. 

“We’re ready to get it rolling,” said Best, 
noting there is $8 million worth of work to 
be done over the next five years to get it 
completed. 

He said environmental signs could be put 
along the trail. 

Best also announced the township is doing 
all the cemeteries now with tree cutting, 
brush cutting, and “doing what we can to 
make them look sharp. We are starting the 
process next week.” 

The commission also discussed the 
township’s newly issued permit from the State 
of Michigan Department of Environment, 
Great Lakes, and Energy authorizing the 
township to discharge from the storm sewer, 
as amended by the Governor’s Executive 
Order 2019-06. It takes effect Feb. 1 and runs 
through Oct. 1, 2024. 

DeBuck referred to the rules and said that 
they start with the township and asked if the 
residents are going to be next? DeBuck is a 
sod farmer.

Best said it is the basis for Wayne County 
Rainwater Ordinance, controlling the water 
quality. 

“How do we control a two- or three-inch 
rain event?” he asked. “It doesn’t make 
common sense.” 

Best said it’s controlled with storage. 

DeBuck said the 33-page document to 
him is like Congress and its 3,500-page 
document, “Vote on it to find out what’s in 
it.” 

Later in the meeting, Best said Wayne 
County made a proposal for changes to the 
storm water ordinance and could change the 
township’s ordinance for existing and new 
storm water retention. 

DeBuck asked if they will be more 
restrictive. Creal added, “or less restrictive?” 
and everybody laughed. 

Best said it would place more requirements 
on property owners to maintain. He said, as 
an example, if you are like Auto Zone, you 
have to maintain it, “I think, with inspections 
every year.” 

He said it could change how the township 
operates with storm water. He said some 
things are already required and this just 
spells it out. 

“Now they have to maintain it in perpetuity. 
This will say how to maintain it ... A final set 
of drafts is coming,” Best said. 

Debuck asked about Zoom meetings and 
Best said they would be in place through 
March 31 under State of Michigan rules. If 
the state extends the time, the commission 
will probably be in Zoom meetings. 

“If it’s safe to meet, the supervisor will 
decide whether to continue ... or elected 
officials,’ Best said. “I have a feeling the 
Governor will make that decision.” 

“A lot will depend on outbreaks and the 
vaccine,” DeBuck said. 

Best said there have not been outbreaks at 
work and all exposures have been outside of 
work.

The DDA also approved for next season 
the holiday lights at Harris Park and 
Belleville/Quirk roads as they were done in 
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2020 by Grosse Ile Lawn. The DDA paid 
$9,429 and Grosse Ile was the bidder that 
came in with the most lights and service, 
Ireland said. Grosse Ile is offering to give 
the DDA a 10% discount for next season if 
they sign up now. 

Decorating light poles? 

Ireland said she also got some comments 
on putting decorations on the light poles 
along the streetscape but, “I can’t imagine 
how much it would cost to do 76 poles.” 
She said it’s not as simple as the decorations 
they had this year. 

“I don’t like leasing things that you will 
be using every year,’ McNamara said 
after that was suggested for the light pole 
decorations. “Leasing for two miles of 
roadway scares the heck out of me.” 

He said owning some of the stuff is an 
option and, again, “Leasing drives me nuts. 

“I’m not against talking about it,” he said, 
noting the holiday lights this year were 
very pretty.
